The Babjeofc which forms oartezt 
this morning ia one. the' foil importance 
of whioh we are apt to think is not so 
generally realized among usas it ongbt 
to be. The proper treatment of those 
whom it may bo deemed neoossary tor 
a sonson to dopriyo of thiit greatest of 
earthly ble^siiigp — personal liberty — is a 
Bubjeoi which ordinnrily receives very 
grout atleiiiion at the hands of t'ivilizud 
govornmonts. Yut in this resiiect are 
-Nivo not to a wonderful extent lollowing 
very much in the toot^tcps of those 
t.cpuntries lyhoao ciyiiizatioq;pj5,-,qftSP- 
tioD, and whoso instiiutions we con- 
'd^iijin ? Have no', wo of Britinh Co« 
ulu'mbia tukun a lenf fiom ihu poiuil code 
of ti douhiful L'iviliziition l" Tho ' clwiii- 
gany ' fl.ii<l Iho ' t-Li)il;H ' — and wo uro 
not 111 c but tho 'pilloiy ' iinolf — these 
rolicH of adatker age, why have ihoy 
been rcprodneed here ?

- all penal law Is or ougv t to he two-fold

moted by our present mode of treating 
convicts. Undeniably, the first sbjoct 
is attained ; for the subject is equally 
..deprived of personal In erty in tliat 
yenae demanded by:ih«) safety of society, 
whether' he' t'e cohtiDaoasly shut lu 
from the world by foar groat walls, or 
trotted out to bis daily toil in heavy 
chains. That the sccod object is also 
ftltained wo are nat prepared wholly to 
deny. Yet it is a questiou bow far tho 
praotice of parading; iCbaiQed i critninals 
befor'e tho public eye exerls that itiflaenee 
which is calculated to operate as a whole- 
Bomo deterrent. The most eraiuent writers 
npoQ criminal jurisprudence havedeoidod 
that public txecaiions have a hardning and 
demoralising teodeacy^aud benco the old 
argrfm^ni that the ^reater'^pabliieily yon 
give to the panishment of orime tho 
^. more you increase its influence as a de- 
terrent, falls to tho ground- If this 
principle be correct in regard to the in- 
fliction of capital puniubmont, wo bt- 
Jieve it is equally correct in its applica- 
tion to tho bnbject Under inimediaio 
consideraliOQ.
